Hardy explained the need 
to push for corporate as¬ 
sistance in child care. "For 
instance,” she said, “those 
employees who have children 
with the need for child care 
will be better workers if they 
know day care is available 
to their children. I don’t think 
that means setting up a cen¬ 
ter in a plant but perhaps 
coming up with an area in 
which employees can pay 
20% less. Or possibly the 
corporation could subsidize 
or just provide information 
or referral service for good 
day care.” 

Now that Hardy is attemp¬ 
ting to shuffle the respon¬ 
sibility back to the states 
instead of forming a federal 
bureaucracy, she said, “A lot 
of surprise and caution is 
reflected in the people I meet 
while I’m out on the road. 
People running state pro¬ 
grams can’t believe the fed¬ 
eral government won’t regu¬ 
late them. They have lived so 
long with regulations that it’s 
now time of challenge for the 
states . . . Economic re¬ 
covery has to be a primary 
factor to get interest rates 
down and to give free enter¬ 
prise a chance.” 

When asked about cuts to 
the senior citizen programs. 
Hardy answered, “Cuts for 
the aged will amount to a 
12% redqction from last 
year’s level but I don’t think 
there will be a cut in service. 
I’m cutting my personnnel by 
20% also.” 

In her new position she 
will have a budget of $5 bil¬ 
lion and is in charge of 1500 
employees.

Local Rescuers 
Share History 
and Experiences 


Men and women from all 
types of professions are the 
reason why Sierra Madre is 
saluting the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team on 
its 30th anniversary this week. 

From four brothers — Fred, 
Robert, Bill and Edward La 
Lone — who were called 
upon anytime there was some¬ 
one lost in the mountains, 
the actual team started with a 
handful of volunteers. 

Now there are 36 area 
people who this week are the 
center of attention in a town 
that takes volunteerism for 
granted. 

The Search and Rescue 
team members receive pay — 
$1 per year. And for that 
they contribute their time 
voluntarily but also provide 
much of their own equip¬ 
ment — about $ 1500 for each 
member’s complete outfit. 

And not a cent of tax funds 
is used by the team since it 
operates solely on contribu¬ 
tions. 


As an off-beat celebration 
in their 30th year, the team 
members trekked into the 
mountains Saturday for 
about nine hours on just 
another exercise to keep 
them fit both physically and 
mentally for that type of ac¬ 
tion when it becomes a real¬ 
ity. One of the team mem¬ 
bers pretended to be a vic¬ 
tim Saturday. 

When they go out, usually 
the team is in search of such 
a victim on a rescue mission. 
Some of the missions are 
easy and many of them are 
extremely difficult. 

But it doesn’t seem to mat¬ 
ter to the members. When a 
call comes in on a pager all 
members carry, they put on 
their gear and take off for 
the volunteer job that some¬ 
times puts pressure on fami¬ 
lies of the members of the 
call comes on a holiday or in 
the middle of the night. 

Abbe Keith is quite typical 
as is Miner Harkness. Both 


were born and raised in Sierra 
Madre and love the outdoor 
life associated with a foot¬ 
hill community such as the 
city. 

"Being close to the moun¬ 
tains, the environment, at¬ 
tracts the type of person who 
becomes a part of the Search 
and Rescue Team,” Keith 
says. 

He is starting his I5lh year 
with the team ahd explains 
a scrape he got himself into 
10 years ago Memorial Day 
weekend on Mt. Whitney 
when the team was evacua¬ 
ting a youth at the I3,0(ii> 
foot level. 

“The kid was suffering 
from chest and head edema 
because he’d gone, up the 
mountain without proper 
conditioning. We had ouf 
regular pack of 40 pounds 
and 1 was carrying two bot¬ 
tles of oxygen. The whole 
thing weighed about 65 
pounds.

Medical Devices 
Needed By EMT-1s 


The Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment Emergency Medi¬ 
cal team has put out a call 
this week for medical devices 
that are no longer being used 
by the owner. 

During the past few weeks 
the department has had calls 
for “Quad canes,’’ wheel 
chairs with leg supports and 
crutches and their supply of 
these items is either extreme¬ 
ly limited or non-existent. 

The equipment is loaned to 
any local resident who has a 
need, free of charge, for as 
long as there is a need. 

Residents are asked to check 
their garages and attics for 
any medical devices that are 
no longer being used so they 
may be shared with those with 
a need. The department has 
several thousands of dollars 


in inventory of these devices 
and most are out on loan. 
They still do have commodes, 
patient hoists, regular wheel¬ 
chairs and some breathing 
equipment available, but 
more are needed from time 
to time. 

If you have an item you 
would like to donate or need 
the use of one of these items, 
all that is necessary is a call 
to the fire department at 355- 
1414 at any time. 

This project has been re¬ 
sponsible for the savings of 
many thousands of dollars 
since its inauguration three 
years ago. The department 
says its experience has shown 
that those with the greatest 
need are those who can af¬ 
ford it the least.

SYNTHETIC FIBERS 
NEED SPECIAL CARE 

by Jos Delgatto 

Rayon, acetate, nylon 
and a long list of other man- 
made fibers can be ruined I* ^ 
easily by mishandling. All ' 
of these fibers have cardinal 
virtues which make them 
most desirable for fabric 
manufacture. 

A. major problem is that these fibers fuse if they 
are mishandled, so, we suggest two important pre¬ 
cautions; 

When pressing be sure the ironing temperature 
is low.

He explains that they train 
for such emergencies and 
that’s why good training be¬ 
comes instinct . "You don’t 
have to plot it out.’’ 

On the other side of the 
spectrum, John P. Hoffman, 
who is still on probation, 
says, "I grew up with this. 
My best friend lived next 
to Miner Harkness and I hea d 
a lot about what went on 
with the Search and Rescue 
Team. During school I worked 
as a fire fighter and 1 was a 
member of the Boy Scouts.

John Inskeep, who calls 
himself the "old man” since 
he has been in since 1972, 
says, "Most of my near 
misses have been when I’m 
alone.” 

When asked if one ever 
gets rid of the fear of heights, 
he answers, "Every year we 
have to acclimatize ourselves 
once more. We start with 
gentle slopes and work up. 
When we went to the Te- 
tons on a climb, we took a 
month to work up. Everyone 
has a little fear of heights 
but no one on this team 
could survive with an un¬ 
reasonable fear.” 

It takes a long time for 
team members to feel com¬ 
fortable with a new person 
on crew and that’s probably 
the reason for the year of 
probation before new mem¬ 
bers are invited into the elite 
group. 

Team members are required 


to participate in half of the 
group’s 100 or so search and 
rescue operations a year. The 
group also has monthly meet¬ 
ings and field training exer¬ 
cises. That all adds up to 
1000 hours a year of service. 

Team member Russ Ander¬ 
son designs and manufactures 
specialized rescue equipment 
for the local team and other 
rescue units. A profile on 
Anderson is planned for a 
subsequent issue of the News. 

The team was the first to 
train and use tracking dogs 
and now have two blood¬ 
hounds in service. 

The Sierra Madre team 
is one of three volunteer units 
working in the mountains 
above the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley, with a particular area 
from Hastings Ranch in east 
Pasadena to Fish Canyon 
above Duarte. 

They work in cooperation 
with the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department. Their 
trucks and other equipment 
are kept at a former county 
fire station in Sierra Madre.
